by Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, 
Democrat.

The senator from 
No I raska toned the Sulzer resolution 
Conn by striking out all references 
to race, but left the charge that dis­ 
criminations had been made by Rus 
sia on account of religion. 
He also 
changed the language in the preamble 
by making it appear that Rursia has 
put a construction on tho treaty at 
variance with that held by the I ’nited 
States and omitting all direct charges 
of violation of treaty rights. 
Fourteen Democrats, including Mr. 
Hitchcock, and twrn Progressive Re­ 
publicans voted for this substitute, but 
fifty-four 
senators 
were 
recorded 
against it. 
The senators who voted 
for the 
Hitchcock 
substitute were: 
Chilton, Culberson, Hitchcock, John­ 
son, Kern, Lea, Martine, Myers, O’Gor- 
mnn, Raynor, Smith of Maryland, Tay­ 
lor, Watson and Williams. Democrats; 
and Clapp and Poindex ter, Progressive 
Republicans. 
Senator Culberson of Tex as, Demo­ 
crat, in the course of tho six -hour d<>- 
bate lhat preceded (he vote on the rCR- 
olution startled tho senate by charg­ 
ing that certain American commercial 
interests had been “injected” into the 
discussion of the treaty question be­ 
fore the senate committee on foreign 
relations in an effort to secure a modi­ 
fication of the language used in ter­ 
minating tho treaty. 
Senator Culber­ 
son was Irritated because tho foreign 
relations committee had failed to act 
on Ms resolution on the subject which 
has been pending for about a year. 
The debate showed that many of 
the senators wore in favor of abro­ 
gating the t reaty as much on tho 
gating the treaty as much on the 
ground of violations by Russia.
